Five programs to 
see tuition hikes 


University of Alberta. 
Outrage meets elation 
after province approves 
25 market modifiers

Students in five University of 
Alberta programs will have to 
pay more for their education, 
now that the provincial gov¬ 
ernment approved 25 market 
modifiers on Tuesday. 

The highest proposed tu¬ 
ition hike in Edmonton goes 
to law students, who could 
face a 56 per cent increase, 
bringing their total cost per 
year to $15,995. 

Student representatives 
say the decision to approve U 
of A’s proposed market modi¬ 
fiers is nothing short of poor 
government management. 

“By putting these increases 
onto students at this magni¬ 
tude is amazing, and not in 
a good sense,” said Navneet 


Khinda, vice-president ex¬ 
ternal with the University of 
Alberta Students’ Union and 
chairwoman of Council of Al¬ 
berta University Students. 

“This entire process has 
been quite dishonest. From 
the get-go, consultation wasn’t 
followed, legitimate student 
groups weren’t heard or re¬ 
spected by government. That’s 
disheartening.” 

But Advanced Education 
Minister Donald Scott said he 
travelled around the province 
to talk with institutions before 
making his decisions. 

“There’s a lot of challen¬ 
ges out there right now,” he 
said. “I want students to have 
a great experience in Alberta, 
and part of that great experi¬ 
ence is having access to qual¬ 
ity programs at institutions — 
and I believe that’s going to be 
a direct result of the approvals 
that were given today.” 

According to the govern¬ 
ment’s release Monday, the 
modifications affect less than 
one per cent of all post-second- 
aiy programs in Alberta but 
will bring $21 million in an-

nual revenue to those schools. 

Olive Yonge, interim pro¬ 
vost at the U of A, is “so, so 
happy” that the government 
approved the market modifi¬ 
ers because it will mean more 
dollars for students’ educa¬ 
tion. 

“The funding will be used 
for enhancing the quality of 
student experience at the 
University of Alberta, and 
part of the money goes to stu¬ 
dent support and enhancing 
teachers’ resources,” she said. 
“They’re tiying to work with 
us and our needs.” 

The province added in their 
release that the modifications 
will bring the costs of many of 
the affected programs in line 
with those at other Canadian 
schools.

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Smartfare project 
jjSt waiting for province 


A few days before a six-year- 
old girl was found battered 
and near death on an Alberta 
reserve, she was singing and 
smiling at her school Christ¬ 
mas concert. 

The aboriginal girl had 
been missing for almost two 
hours Saturday when family 
members discovered her 
outdoors on the Paul First 
Nation near Duffield, west of 
Edmonton. 

Various media reports 
have said she was naked in 
the snow in the woods. 

RCMP arrested a man 
known to the girl later that 
night. James Clifford Paul, 

21, faces charges of at¬ 
tempted murder, aggravated 
sexual assault and kidnap¬ 
ping. 

Shane Pospisil, a co-man¬ 
ager of the Paul band, visited 
the girl and her parents Sun¬ 
day at the Stollery Children’s 
Hospital in Edmonton, where 


hospital bed looked nothing 
like the one he saw so happy, 
wearing a fancy dress at the 
concert last week. 

“I just remember a girl 
that was smiling from ear to 
ear and I recall her sitting on 
Santa’s knee,” Pospisil said 
Monday. 

He said her parents are 
devastated and staying by her 
bedside. Several native elders 
are also at the hospital, pray¬ 
ing she’ll pull through. 

“They’re hurting right 
now big-time, as I think all 
of us are who know the little 
girl,” said Pospisil, choking 
back tears, the Canadian press

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Dirks stands by decision 
to put GSA debate on hold

Education minister 
maintains Bill 10 
better than similar 
Liberal offering

In the face of heavy criti¬ 
cism from Alberta’s LGBTQ 
community, the provincial 
education boss maintained 
Tuesday that his govern¬ 
ment’s Bill 10 was “designed 
to ensure” students would be 
granted the right to establish 
gay-straight alliances (GSAs). 

Even still, Education Min¬ 
ister Gordon Dirks vouched 
support for a decision by his 
boss, Premier Jim Prentice, 
to put a third reading of the 
controversial measures on 
hold until the New Year. 

“It’s clear that the public 
was expressing interest in 
this matter,” he said. “Some¬ 
times, you don’t know until 
a piece of legislation is there 
that there’s actually going to

be a significant interest in 
consultation and conversa¬ 
tion on it.” 

But Bill 10 proved to be 
the most debated legislation 
of the fall session, and was 
introduced only after a simi¬ 
lar offering was put forward 
by Alberta Liberal MLA Lau¬ 
rie Blalceman. 

While Blalceman’s bill 
would have required school 
boards to back the establish¬ 
ment of GSAs, which are 
peer support groups that 
educators have said operate 
in much the same manner as 
other student-led clubs, the 
Tory bill stated only that the 
education minister would 
intervene to ensure kids 
could meet, but not necessar¬ 
ily on school property. 

On Dec. 4, Prentice took 
responsibility for the “div¬ 
isive debate” that had erupt¬ 
ed over the bill and pledged 
more consultation before 
revisiting the matter in 2015. 

Dirks, who had not 
granted previous interview 
requests on the GSA matter, 
said Monday “it was certainly 
the right thing to do to put 
the bill on pause.” 


Still, he deemed Bill 10 
more “fulsome” than Blalce- 
man’s offering. 

Dirks, meanwhile, said he 
didn’t have a sense of where 
the GSA debate was “going to 
land.” 

“I don’t have a projection 
... it’s too early to tell that,” 
he said. “We’re in listening 
mode — conversation mode 


— with Albertans.” 

He also rejected any criti¬ 
cism that he had kept quiet 
during intense debate in the 
legislature over a bill his 
ministry would ultimately 
be responsible for presiding 
over. 

“I actually didn’t keep 
quiet. If anybody had been 
watching question period 


... virtually every day, the 
premier or myself was com¬ 
menting on the importance 
of ensuring that we have 
schools that are safe, caring, 
respectful, inclusive, that 
we support — that I support 
— GSAs, that the bill was 
designed to ensure that chil¬ 
dren would get GSAs if they 
desired them,” he said.

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Election. Justin Trudeau

Justin Trudeau is promising to 
scrap Stephen Harper’s brand 
of message discipline if he be¬ 
comes prime minister, giving 
more freedom to bureaucrats, 
ditching the scripts for cabinet 
ministers and making them 
and himself more accessible to 
journalists. 

The Liberal leader says Harp¬ 
er’s penchant for strictly con¬ 
trolling the flow of information 

— and the select few who are 
allowed to sparingly dispense it 

— has led to an opaque, secret¬ 
ive government that is cut off 
from the citizens it’s supposed 
to be serving. 

A spokesman for Harper 
thoroughly rejected Trudeau’s 
assertions. However Harper’s 
approach to communications 
makes for bad decisions and 
an unhealthy democracy, Tru¬ 
deau said in a year-end inter¬ 
view that included his most 
thorough comments to date 
on what kind of standards he 
would set for communications. 

“First of all, it breaks down 
the kind of trust that should 
exist between citizens and 
their government, whether it’s 
through blocking access to in¬ 
formation, an unwillingness to 



actually share data or evidence 
justifying various decisions, 
reliance on talking points,” he 
said. 

“(It’s) not really that citizens 
don’t trust their government 
but that we have a government 
that doesn’t trust its citizens, 
which is something that really 
makes it difficult to have a gov¬ 
ernment that is truly serving 
the interests of its citizens.” 

Moreover, Trudeau said 
Harper’s approach “actually 
leads to poorer decision-mak¬ 
ing and an inability to solve the 
veiy big challenges that we’re

Releasing electronic data 
may ‘create havoc’: Minister

The Conservative cabinet min¬ 
ister responsible for freedom of 
information says some federal 
data cannot be released to the 
public in electronic format be¬ 
cause people might alter it and 
spread falsehoods. 

There’s a fear people could 
“create havoc” by changing 
the statistical information, said 
Treasury Board president Tony 
Clement. 

Federal agencies hold a vast 
array of data on eveiything 
from immigrants held in deten¬ 
tion to use of force by RCMP 
officers. Some researchers have 
requested data kept in electron¬ 
ic format, only to receive it as a 
paper printout. 


That makes it virtually im¬ 
possible for the recipient to sort 
and filter the data to identify 
patterns and trends. 

The Access to Information 
Act says federal agencies must 
provide timely access to records 
in the format requested. 

Fred Vallance-Jones, who 
teaches journalism at the Uni¬ 
versity of King’s College in 
Halifax, said Clement’s stance 
effectively violates the rights of 
requesters. Vallance-Jones, an 
associate professor, led a 2014 
freedom-of-information audit 
for Newspapers Canada that 
yielded inconsistent responses 
to requests for data from fed¬ 
eral agencies. 

The replies included paper 
only, PDF image files, and data 
in electronic format. 

Clement’s concern about 
data manipulation is “specious” 
because, technically speaking, 
any federal document — not 
just a database — could be falsi¬ 
fied by someone with ill intent, 


Vallance-Jones said. 

“I honestly have a lot of dif¬ 
ficulty believing that they’re 
making that argument serious¬ 
ly,” said Vallance-Jones. 

Clement has championed 
growth of the government’s 
online data portal, encouraging 
federal agencies to disclose data 
in easily sortable formats. 

However, some data sets 
cannot be released in a spread¬ 
sheet or similar electronic for¬ 
mat, Clement said. 

“What you don’t want is to 
create a file that can be in some 
way manipulated and altered, 
and thereby creating a situation 
of false information,” Clement 
said. “(There’s a fear that people 


will) manipulate the data and 
publish it and say, ‘This is what 
the government of Canada is 
saying,’ when in fact it’s not the 
case. That’s the problem.” 

Clement could not point to 
a specific instance in which fed¬ 
eral data had been altered. 

It seems the government 
simply doesn’t want some 
information made public in 
electronic form, Vallance-Jones 
said. 

“They know that people can 
then sort it, and filter it, and 
run it through queries and find 
things out that they might not 
want you to find out. And that’s 
the power of data.”

Dalhousie U closing dental clinic 


Dalhousie University’s faculty 
of dentistry is temporarily clos¬ 
ing its public dental clinic as 
part of its response to accusa¬ 
tions that male students post¬ 
ed misogynistic messages on- 
fine about their female peers. 

The university in Halifax 
says it is contacting patients af¬ 


fected by the decision to close 
its clinic until Jan. 12. 

It says the step is one of sev¬ 
eral measures being taken so 
that patients, students, faculty 
and staff are able to return to 
classes and clinics in a safe and 
supportive environment. 

University president Ri¬ 


chard Florizone has said 13 
men in the fourth-year of 
the dentistry program were 
members of a Faceboolc 
group where comments were 
posted. 

To deal with the postings 
he has announced a restorative 
justice process, which is an in¬ 


formal and confidential resolu¬ 
tion procedure that includes 
the parties involved. 

The university says its 
dentistry faculty is working 
on a detailed plan for classes 
and the dental clinics for the 
remainder of the winter term.

An Egyptian-Canadian journal¬ 
ist who has spent the last year 
in a Cairo prison sounded the 
alarm about his network’s ap¬ 
proach to Egypt’s precarious se¬ 
curity situation prior to his and 
his colleagues’ arrest. 

Mohamed Fahmy had 
taken over as acting bureau 
chief in Cairo for Qatar-based 
satellite news broadcaster A1 
Jazeera English in September 
2013 when he raised the issue 
with his bosses. 

At the time, A1 Jazeera’s 
Arabic channel — A1 Jazeera 
Mubasher Misr — had been 
barred from broadcasting in 
Egypt after authorities claimed 
it was biased toward support¬ 
ers of the countiy’s ousted for¬ 
mer president and accused it of 
harming national security. 

The A1 Jazeera English ser¬ 
vice was still operating from 
within the country, although 
out of a hotel and not its offices, 
but its legal status was unclear, 


Fahmy noted. 

“I have met with the whole 
team yesterday on my first day 
and I am impressed with their 
attitude and energy consid¬ 
ering the pressure they have 
been dealing with lately on the 
ground,” he wrote in an email 
to executives at A1 Jazeera in 
Doha, Qatar’s capital. 

“However, the staff is veiy 
concerned where A1 Jazeera 
stands legally and I would like 
to be able to comfort them at 
some point regarding their se¬ 
curity and well-being.” 

In response, an email from 
the acting executive producer 
of newsgathering at A1 Jazeera 
English told Fahmy that his 
“concern about the legal issue” 
was appreciated, “but Doha 
management will deal with it 
from here.” 

A few week’s later, Fahmy 
voiced his concerns again — 
this time, more urgently, the 
emails show. 

Fahmy and his colleagues 
have denied all charges against 
them, saying they were just do¬ 
ing their jobs but after a trial 
which was denounced by crit¬ 
ics as a sham, the trio were 
found guilty. Fahmy and Greste 
were sentenced to seven years 
in prison, while Mohamed was 
sentenced to 10 years.

Toronto group seeks to hasten immigration 
applications for people from West Africa 


A Toronto group is leading an 
effort to speed up immigration 
applications and put a morator¬ 
ium on deportations for people 
with ties to three Western Afri¬ 
can countries battling Ebola. 

About 200 people from 
across Canada signed a petition 
calling on swift action on appli¬ 
cations for people from Guinea, 
Sierra Leone and Liberia. 

The petition was sent last 


month to Minister of Immi¬ 
gration Chris Alexander. It 
includes permanent resident 
applications for spouses and 
common-law partners, along 
with work permit renewals. 

“It’s a lot of suffering for 
people whose spouses are left 
in this whole Ebola crisis as 
they wait for the papers,” said 
Amadou Barry. 

Barry helped lead the effort 


with other Guineans living in 
Toronto. They’re part of a group 
called the Citizen Action Com¬ 
mission. The petition also asks 
that Canada waive fees for im¬ 
migration services. Barry, who 
still has family in Guinea, said 
the economy in West African 
countries affected by the out¬ 
break has been at a standstill. 

“If some of our people here 
are not allowed to work and 


bring help back home, the 
situation will be even more cat¬ 
astrophic,” he said. 

The number of Ebola cases 
confirmed so far is nearing 
20,000 with a death toll up¬ 
wards of 7,000 according to the 
World Health Organization. 

Calls to the immigration 
ministiy were not immediately 
returned.

Pope blasts 
inner circle 


15 ‘ailments of the 
Curia’. Francis turns 
exchange of Christmas 
greetings into dressing 
down of Holy See’s 
central administration 


To the Catholic Church’s “sev¬ 
en deadly sins,” Pope Francis 
has added the “15 ailments of 
the Curia.” 

Francis issued a blistering 
indictment of the Vatican 
bureaucracy Monday, accus¬ 
ing the cardinals, bishops 
and priests who serve him of 
using their Vatican careers 
to grab power and wealth, of 
living “hypocritical” double 
lives and forgetting that 
they’re supposed to be joyful 
men of God. 

Ticking off 15 “ailments of 
the Curia” one by one, Fran¬ 
cis urged the prelates sitting 
stone-faced before him in the 
marbled Sala Clementina to 
use the Christmas season to 
repent and atone and make 
the church a healthier, holier 
place in 2015. 


Vatican watchers said 
they had never heard such 
a powerful, violent speech 
from a pope and suggested 
that it was informed by the 
results of a secret investiga¬ 
tion ordered up by Emeritus 
Pope Benedict XVI in the 
aftermath of the 2012 leaks 
of his papers. 

Benedict tasked three 
trusted cardinals to probe 
deep into the Vatican’s back- 
stabbing culture to root out 
what would have prompted 
a papal butler to steal incrim¬ 
inating documents and leak 
them to a journalist. Their 
report is known only to the 
two popes. 

Francis had some zingers: 
How the “terrorism of gossip” 
can “kill the reputation of 
our colleagues and brothers 
in cold blood.” How cliques 
can “enslave their members 
and become a cancer that 
threatens the harmony of 
the body” and eventually kill 
it off by “friendly fire.” How 
some suffer from “spiritual 
Alzheimer’s,” forgetting what 
drew them to the priesthood 
in the first place.

New York’s mayor called on

The killings came at a 
time when police nationwide 
are being criticized following 
Eric Gamer’s death in a New 
York officer’s cholcehold and 
18-year-old Michael Brown’s 
fatal shooting in Ferguson, 
Mo.

“In the Grip of the Law,” 
brings convicted terrorists face- 
to-face with victims in surreal 
encounters and celebrates the 
country’s beleaguered security 
forces. The show, produced by 
state-run Iraqiyya TV, is among 
dozens of programs, cartoons 
and musical public service an¬ 
nouncements aimed at shoring 
up support for the troops after 


their humiliating defeat last 
summer at the hands of ISIL, 
which now controls about a 
third of the country. 

On a chilly, overcast day last 
week, the crew arrived at the 
scene of one of the attacks for 
which Motar was convicted, 
with a heavily armed escort in 
eight military pick-up trucks 
and Humvees. Passing cars 
clogged the road to watch the 
drama unfold, but were quickly 
shooed away by soldiers. 

After being pulled from an 
armoured vehicle, a shackled 
Motar found himself face-to- 
face with the seething relatives 
of the victims of the attack. 
“Give him to me — I’ll tear him 
to pieces,” one of the relatives 
roared from behind a barrier. 

Once the cameras were roll¬ 
ing, the show’s host Ahmed 
Hassan quizzed the shackled 
prisoner. When Motar was con¬ 
fronted by one of the victims, 
a young man in a wheelchair 
who lost his father in one of 
the attacks, the convict began 
weeping, as the cameras rolled. 


Iraq has seen frequent car 
bombs and other attacks for 
over a decade, both before and 
after the withdrawal of U.S.-led 
troops at the end of 2011. But 
the message of the show is that 
the security forces will bring 
perpetrators to justice. 

“We wanted to produce a 


program that offers clear and 
conclusive evidence, with the 
complete story, presented and 
shown to Iraqi audiences,” Has¬ 
san said. “Through surveillance 
videos, we show how the ac¬ 
cused parked the car, how he 
blew it up, how he carries out 
an assassination.” 


The episodes detail trails 
of evidence that lead security 
forces to make arrests. 

“We show our audiences 
the pictures, along with hard 
evidence, to leave no doubts 
that this person is a criminal 
and paying for his crimes,” Has¬ 
san said. 


All of the alleged terrorists 
are shown confessing to their 
crimes in one-on-one inter¬ 
views. Hassan said the episodes 
are only filmed after the men 
have confessed to a judge, in¬ 
sisting it is “impossible” that 
any of them are innocent. 

Human rights groups have 
long expressed concern over 
airing confessions by prisoners, 
many of whom have been held 
incommunicado in secret facili¬ 
ties, citing the justice system 
as being flawed to the point 
detainees’ rights are routinely 
violated and they would be un¬ 
comfortable to speak freely. 

Security officials insist 
though their message is one of 
deterrence. 

“Many of these terrorists 
feel a lot of remorse when they 
see the victims,” said the senior 
intelligence officer overseeing 
the shoot, who declined to be 
named since he often works 
undercover. “When people see 
that, it makes them think twice 
about crossing the law.”

Alarmed by increasing en¬

Mother 
of two invented

An Ottawa mom may have the 
answer to eveiy new parent’s 
prayers. 

Louise Miner invented the 
Rip n Go, a detachable, water¬ 
proof, machine-washable ab¬ 
sorbent pad that prevents kids 
from soaking the bed overnight 
if they wet. 

The environmentally friend¬ 
ly product is already available 
for purchase at select Ottawa 
stores, but it may soon be more 
widely available as Miner’s busi¬ 
ness is gearing up for wider dis¬ 
tribution with retailers such as 
Amazon. 

Miner, a mother of two from 
the Ottawa suburb of Orleans, 
came up with the idea after her 
second child had bed-wetting 
problems. She said her veiy 
tired husband one night put a 
towel down in their daughter’s 
crib to keep it diy, but then she 
thought there must be a better 


and safer way. 

That’s when she designed 
the Rip n Go, whose best feature 
is the Velcro seal which keeps 
the padded sheet in place dur¬ 
ing sleep. A parent can rip the 
pad off with one hand and re¬ 
place it with the fresh one with¬ 
out having to lift the mattress to 


change soiled bed sheets. 

“At three o’clock in the mor¬ 
ning, it’s the last thing you want 
(to do),” said Miner. 

“It was a huge lifesaver. I 
wasn’t wonying because of 
something he might do because 
of his sleep deprivation.” 

The new company received 


mentorship support from In¬ 
vest Ottawa, an economic de¬ 
velopment agency that helps 
local startups. 

Miner also developed a ver¬ 
sion for kids aged three to nine 
years old which comes with 
matching bedding and pillow 
case.

Singer Steven Tyler

The rock music world is no¬ 
torious for its bickering, but 
Aerosmith belongs to another 
categoiy altogether — a band 
with constant and open ten¬ 
sions that has nonetheless 
managed to stay together. 

The friction between guitar¬ 
ist Joe Perry and singer Steven 
Tyler shows no signs of mel¬ 
lowing with age, with the two 
Boston rockers both releasing 
tell-all books that portray each 
other in a less than flattering 
light. 

Since his memoir Rocks 
came out in October, Perry says 
he has only exchanged text 
messages with his bandmate 
of 40 years. 

“It kind of bounced back 
and forth a bit. He got about 
a third of the way through 
the book and said he liked 
it, and then I didn’t hear 
from him, but obviously 
he finished it,” Perry told AFP. 

Perry said he had fully ex¬ 
pected Tyler, who criticized 
his bandmate in his own book 
in 2011, to take exception to 
parts of the memoir that por¬ 
tray the singer as controlling 
and self-promoting. 

Among the allegations, 
Perry says that Tyler used to 
make a habit of stealing, and 
that several years ago he quiet¬ 
ly tried out — unsuccessfully 
— to sing for a reunited Led 


Zeppelin. Perry said he knew 
from the first time they met 
that he and Tyler had differ¬ 
ences, but that they had found 
a way to work together 
after splitting in the late 1970s. 

“We had to figure out 
a new dynamic instead of 
just fighting all the time, to 
put the personal stuff aside, 
and let our differences as 
far as the music go work for 
us, instead of being a 
point of contention,” Perry 
said. 

Peny isn’t sure whether he 
and Tyler will ever talk about 
the guitarist’s book. But, Perry 
said, he expects it will be “busi¬ 
ness as usual” the next time 
they meet. 

In one difference, Perry said 
that he never took up the rock 
’n’ roll lifestyle when it came 
to sex. 

In the book, he recounts 
once watching Aerosmith’s 
merchandise vendor pour 
whiskey over a body part he 
had christened Mr. Important 
in an unscientific bid to pre¬ 
vent venereal disease. 

Perry, raised in a small 
town in Massachusetts, said 
he generally stayed with one 
woman at a time. 

“That’s what I saw when 
I was growing up and it just 
seemed natural to me. I didn’t 
really have this need to prove 
myself, to bring more notches 
to my pistol so to speak,” he 
said. 

“I was the odd man out be¬ 
cause I wasn’t into that kind of 
lifestyle. 

“But I was always a loner 
anyway, so it didn’t bother me 
much.”

Tips. How to enjoy all 
the yuletide offerings 
without paying for it in 
the New Year 


There will be a lot of overeat¬ 
ing over the holidays. 

There are all those high-cal 
foods that family traditions 
link to holiday celebrations. 
Eggnog (cream plus eggs plus 
sugar plus alcohol). Mashed 
potatoes whipped with cream 
cheese and plenty of butter. 
Gravy. So much gravy. 

Given that the holidays 
are a season of excess and 
traditional holiday foods are 
highly calorific, we asked diet- 
aiy experts how to contain the 
damage. Specifically: If there 
is one thing to cut out to make 
the feasting less excessive, 
what should it be? 

Surprisingly, several of our 
experts did not advise elimin¬ 
ating a particular food. And 
a number didn’t even frown 
on the idea of seasonal indul¬ 
gence. But they did offer some 
suggestions to contain the cal¬ 
ories. 

“I’d say that if overeating 
is ever allowed, that it is al¬ 
lowed for the major festivities 
that occur a few times a year 
— provided food intake is con¬ 
trolled the rest of the time,” 
says Thomas Wolever, a pro¬ 
fessor in University of Toron¬ 
to’s department of nutritional 
sciences. 

Wolever says overeating 
by 2,500 calories — in other 
words, doubling an average 
daily intake — on three days 
a year can be offset by cutting 
back 20 calories per day for 
the other 362 days. 

Len Piche suggests focusing 
on portions and finding low- 
calorie options. 

Savour foods slowly, using 
smaller servings on smaller 
plates to help limit the cal¬ 


ories, says Piche, a nutrition 
professor at Western Univer¬ 
sity’s Brescia University Col- 
lege. 

Drink water before a meal. 
Don’t skip breakfast or lunch 
to focus on a big dinner. 

“Trying to ‘save yourself’ 
for big meals by skipping 
meals earlier in the day might 
backfire. You may develop a 
ravenous appetite and end up 
eating more calories than you 
normally would,” Piche says. 

Rena Mendelson, a profes¬ 
sor of nutrition at Ryerson 
University in Toronto, also of¬ 
fers some tips that might help 
you control your calorie intake 
better at a big holiday meal. 

“Before you go to a holi¬ 
day party, have a bowl of soup 
and avoid any of the pre-meal 
treats as they tend to be veiy 
high in calories,” she says. 


“Eat the main meal and 
have enough to feel satisfied 
but not overfed. This may help 
to limit the dessert course....” 

Watch your liquid calories, 
suggests Dr. Yoni Freedhoff, a 
professor of obesity medicine 
at the University of Ottawa. 

“If I were to pick one thing 
to ditch, it would be the sweet 
stuff as many a home has the 
tradition of sugaiy soda for fes¬ 
tive meals,” he says. 

One dietaiy expert did rec¬ 
ommend a food item to cut. 
And Dr. David Jenkins acknow¬ 


ledges his nomination may 
qualify him for the role of the 
Grinch. Jenkins suggests cut¬ 
ting whatever the main meat 
dish is in your holiday dinner. 

It’s not that Jenkins thinks 
it’s the least healthy. It’s that 
pulling out the linchpin, so 
to speak, would fundamen¬ 
tally change our approach to 
the meal. He thinks with the 
planet’s expanding popula¬ 
tion, climate change and the 
obesity epidemic, it’s time to 
start thinking about eating in 
a more sustainable way. 


“It would be a radical 
change in the ‘sit-down-and- 
gorge’ concept that’s the cen¬ 
tre of Christmas,” says Jenkins, 
a researcher at Toronto’s St. 
Michael’s Hospital who stud¬ 
ies the effects on cholesterol 
and health of eating more 
plant-based foods and fewer 
processed food products. 

“It forces people to think 
about other options,” he says 
of his recommendation. “They 
may think, hopefully, of more 
environmentally friendly op¬ 
tions. They may think of more 
plant-based diets. 

“They may, in fact, forgo a 
large meal and do some snow¬ 
boarding. ... I think that we’ve 
got to start thinking about 
other things at Christmas than 
sitting down and getting com¬ 
fort food.”

How ibuprofen may extend your life 



The lifespan of the species in the 
study, which used ibuprofen, increased 
by 15 per cent, apf_ 


An over-the-counter pain- 
relieving and fever-reducing 
drug could lead to a longer and 
healthier life for many species 
and possibly humans, too, ac¬ 
cording to a new study at Texas 
A&M University (TAMU). 

“We first used baker’s yeast, 
which is an established aging 
model, and noticed that the 
yeast treated with ibuprofen 
lived longer,” says lead author 
Dr. Michael Polymenis, a bio¬ 
chemist at TAMU’s AgriLife Re¬ 
search station, “Then we tried 
the same process with worms 
and flies and saw the same ex¬ 


tended lifespan. Plus, these or¬ 
ganisms not only lived longer, 
but also appeared healthy.” 

The yeast, worms and flies 
were treated with ibuprofen at 
doses proportionally compar¬ 
able to the recommended dose 
for humans and increased their 
lifespan by 15 per cent. 

If human lifespans in¬ 
creased by that amount, it 
would add an extra dozen years 
of healthy living, according to 
Dr. Polymenis, who says his ex¬ 
periments on worms indicate 
good health would be part of 
the package. Measurements 


of worms’ thrashing and the 
pumping movements they 
made while swallowing under 
treatment indicated they were 
thriving in their extra years and 
not suffering. 

Over the course of the three 
year study, Dr. Polymenis ob¬ 
served that ibuprofen hinders 
the ability of yeast cells to pick 
up an essential amino acid 
found in eveiy cell of eveiy or¬ 
ganism called tryptophan. 

Less tryptophan being dis¬ 
solved into yeast appears to 
make a difference, but Dr. Poly¬ 
menis said he isn’t sure why. 


Drugs other than ibupro¬ 
fen are working, too, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Brian Kennedy, the 
president and CEO of the Buck 
Institute for Research on Aging 
in Novato, California, who col¬ 
laborated with Dr. Polymenis. 

“Our institute is interested 
in finding out why people get 
sick when they get old,” says 
Dr. Kennedy. 

“We think that by under¬ 
standing those processes, we 
can intervene and find ways 
to extend human health span, 
keeping people healthier long¬ 
er and slowing down aging, afp

Roast Turkey with 
Caramelized Onion and 
Thyme Jus. Try this if

Check the label of your bird 
for weight to calculate roast¬ 
ing time properly. Cooking 
the bird unstuffed gives 
you control over the moist¬ 
ness of the breast. To be safe 
when cooking a stuffed bird, 
get the centre of the stuffing 
to 165 F (74 C), or you might 
end up with overcooked 
white meat. 

1. Preheat oven (10 to 20 
minutes) to 325 F (160 C). 

2. In large frying pan, heat 
oil over medium-high; cook 
onions, whole garlic cloves, 
thyme and sage sprigs, and 
half each of the salt and 
pepper for 6 to 8 minutes, 
stirring frequently, or until 
onions are golden and soft¬ 
ened. Transfer to plate; cool. 

3. In bowl using a wood¬ 
en spoon, cream together 
butter, chopped sage and 
thyme, chopped garlic, and 
remaining salt and pepper. 
Transfer 2 tbsp (25 ml) of 
mixture to a small bowl; set 
aside. Stir Dijon into remain¬ 
ing mixture. 


4. Remove turkey neck and 
place in bottom of roasting 
pan. Pat turkey very dry in¬ 
side and out with paper tow¬ 
el. Brush entire surface of 
turkey with Dijon herb but¬ 
ter, placing some under skin 
of breast as well. Place one- 
third of onion mixture into 
cavity of bird. Truss bird to 
tuck in legs and wings. Place 


turkey directly in roasting 
pan, breast side up, and ar¬ 
range remaining onion mix¬ 
ture in pan around bird.

nor McDavid and Sam Reinhart 


along with this, but I’m just 
going to try to take it in stride 
and be myself.” 

Canada’s coaching staff 
gave Lazar the news Monday 
morning, shortly after the 
team arrived in Montreal from 
Ottawa, where Canada beat 
Sweden 5-2 in an exhibition 
game on Sunday. True to char¬ 
acter, the Salmon Arm, B.C., 
native was grinning from ear 
to ear when he was told. 

“As usual, I was smiling,” 
said the 19-year-old, who was 
drafted 17th overall by the Sen¬ 
ators in 2013. “It’s pretty cool. 
I didn’t know it was coming. 
Anyone could have it. I’m veiy 
honoured that my peers and 
my coaching staff think veiy 
highly of me. 

“I’m a pretty positive guy 
for the most part. I’m always 
smiling and tiying to keep the 
guys light. I like to lead by ex¬ 
ample. I really focus on little 
details, and I think that goes a 
long way. 

“I want unity within the 
dressing room. Regardless of 
where you’re from in Canada, 
we’re part of a team now. No 
one is bigger than the team.” 

Lazar, who has a goal and 
six assists in 27 games with 
Ottawa this season, was lent 
to Canada by the Senators 
last week. He is one of seven 
returning players from last 
year’s tournament in Malmo, 
Sweden, where Canada fin¬ 
ished fourth. 

One year later, Lazar is 


thinking of redemption. 

“I was disappointed with 
how we played last year and 
the result we got,” he said, 
looking back on Canada’s 
semifinal loss against Finland, 


and the defeat to Russia in the 
bronze-medal game. “Second 
chances don’t come around 
too often. We’re fortunate to 
have this chance.” 

Connor McDavid of the Erie 


Otters and Sam Reinhart of 
the Kootenay Ice will serve as 
alternate captains for the tour¬ 
nament, which officially gets 
underway on Dec. 26.

Next big thing gets top marks for his character 



Will Connor McDavid be better 
than Sidney Crosby? Could he 
possibly be better than Wayne 
Gretzky? 

While the hockey world 
is having that debate now 
with the world junior hockey 
championship coming up, 
these questions weren’t what 
preoccupied Mark Seidel two 
years ago in Drummondville, 
Que. The veteran scout was en¬ 
tranced by the coming and go¬ 
ings of a 15-year-old McDavid 
playing at the world under-17s. 

Anyone and his grand¬ 
mother could see how special 
McDavid’s on-ice talents were, 
but it wasn’t what he did on 
the ice that had Seidel trans¬ 
fixed. It was off the ice where 
McDavid’s stature grew in the 
scout’s eyes — how the phe- 


nom interacted with young 
fans, some in wheelchairs. 

“Body language is a big 
thing with me,” says Seidel, 
a talent evaluator for nearly 
two decades. “I like to see how 
people interact to see if they’re 
legit or whether they’re 
coached up, or what they are 
like when the cameras are off.” 

What he saw from Mc¬ 
David, who was talking and 
playing with developmentally 
delayed kids, impressed him. 

“You could see he genu¬ 
inely enjoyed interacting with 
young kids,” Seidel adds. “He 
was just a guy. He wasn’t look¬ 
ing for cameras. You got the 
sense that he really enjoyed 
being there. He wasn’t doing it 
because he thought he should 
or it was his duty. It was just

the right thing to do.” 

That, more than his play, is 
the stoiy of McDavid. 

Sure, the 17-year-old for¬ 


ward will be the centrepiece of 
Canada’s offence at the world 
juniors, starting Boxing Day in 
Montreal and Toronto. Sure, 
he’ll likely be the No. 1 pick for 
some lucky NHL team, a face of 
the franchise and cornerstone 
to build on. But it’s the com¬ 
bination of hockey skill and 
character — unselfish, humble 
— that draws comparisons to 
Crosby and even Gretzky. 

“I’ve had a lot of players 
with a lot of ability that I wish 
had more character,” says 
Sherry Bassin, GM and owner 
of McDavid’s OHL club, the 
Erie Otters, “and I’ve had a lot 
of players with a lot of charac¬ 
ter that I wish had more abil¬ 
ity. You put them both togeth¬ 
er, you get Connor McDavid.”
